452  Unmarried  BYU  Coeds  Housed 
In  Married  Students’  Housing  Units

Wymount  Terrace  is  the  new 
home  of  452  girls  at  BYU  this 
year.  Seven  of  the  married  stu- 
dents ’ dorms  were  opened  to  sin- 
gle girls  when  former  housing 
proved  inadequate  to  accomodate 
the  many  applicants  for  campus 
housing. 

ACCORDING  TO  Jennie 
Jones,  coordinator  of  Women’s 
Housing,  the  coeds  are  occupying 
the  dorms  on  a tentative  basis. 
Though  it  has  not  been  decided 
how  long  Women’s  Housing  will 
use  the  buildings.  Miss  Jones  said 
Wymount  Terrace  will  eventually 
be  occupied  exclusively  by  mar- 
ried students  as  was  originally 
planned. 

The  majority  of  the  Wymount 
Terrace  buildings  are  still  under 
construction.  Bruce  Barrett,  of 
housing  maintenance  said  that 
March  31  has  been  set  as  the  com- 
pletion date.  When  completed,  the 
area  wil  contain  seven  complexes, 
each  consisting  of  four  buildings 
in  a quad. 

The  girls  are  presently  housed 
in  two  of  the  finished  complexes. 
One  additional  complex  is  now  be- 
ing used  by  the  married  students. 
..  THE  DORMS  are  modern  three- 
story  structures  with  front  ter- 
races running  the  full  length  of 
the  buildings  on  each  level.  The 
apartments  have  private  entranc- 
es onto  the  terraces  and  into  op- 
en breezeways  with  outside  stair- 
ways.

All  Mail  Rates 
To  Increase  D 

WASHINGTON,  (UPI)— Start- 
ing Jan.  7,  it  will  cost  a penny 
more  to  mail  first  class  letters, 
air  mail  and  postcards. 

This  became  official  today  when 
President  Kennedy  signed  into 
law  a bill  carrying  these  and  oth- 
er postal  rate  increases,  along 
with  a $1  billion  pay  hike  for  1.6 
million  federal  employes. 

Kennedy  called  the  price  in- 
crease on  stamps  an  “important 
step  toward  a self-sustaining  pos- 
tal system.” 

The  postal  section  is  expected 
to  bring  in  about  $605  million  an- 
nually in  new  revenue  by  the  time 
it  becomes  fully  effective  in  1965. 

In  this  second  postal  increase  in 
five  years,  first  class  stamps  will 
go  from  4 cents  to  5,  air  mail 
from  7 cents  to  8 and  postcards 
from  3 cents  to  4.  Airmail  post- 
cards will  go  to  6 cents,  and  un- 
sealed Christmas  cards  from  3 
cents  to  4. 

Rates  also  will  increase  for  sec- 
ond class  mail  and  for  advertisers 
using  third  class.  The  piece  rate 
for  bulk  third  class  mail  will  go 
from  25  cents  to  21  cents  over  a 
three-year  period.

this  point.) 

The  Judiciary  Act  of  1789  pro- 
vided for  appeals  from  state 
courts  to  the  federal  judiciary, 
and  finally  to  the  Supreme  Court 
of  the  United  States.  The  ultimate 
effect  of  this  statute  was  to  give 
the  Supreme  Court,  an  agent  of 
the  national  government,  the  final 
power  to  interpret  the  extent  of 
state  and  national  authority  under 
the  Constitution.  (If  you  want  a 
supreme  test  of  state  and  national 
authority  see:  0ivil  War  1861- 
1865).

Eldon  Fortie,  the  No,  1 offen- 
sive threat  in  the  country  right 
now,  had  a comparatively  “bad” 
day  in  Brigham  Young’s  28-7  vic- 
tory over  Colorado  State  Univer- 
sity last  Saturday,  making  “only” 
117  yards  in  33  plays.  But  this 
effort  was  still  good  enough  to 
keep  him  far  ahead  of  the  pack 
in  the  Western  Athletic  Confer- 
ence statistical  races. 

THE  COUGAR  ace  leads  the 
league  in  total  offense  (886  yards) 
and  is  now  just  five  yards  shy  of 
his  entire  1961  season  production 
of  891  yards.  He  also  leads  in 
rushing  yardage  with  527  yards 
and  had  added  a third  big  lead 
to  his  credit  this  week,  the  scor- 
ing lead  with  42  points  in  four 
games.

The  only  conference  game  this 
week  sees  Brigham  Young  meet- 
ing arch-rival  Utah  in  Salt  Lake 
City,  This  game  could  well  have 
an  important  bearing  on  the  race 
for  the  first  WAC  championship 
with  the  winner  still  very  much 
in  the  race.  However,  a BYU-Utah 
affair  would  rate  as  a “big”  game 
matter  what  the  outcome 
meant  in  a conference  race. 

EACH  GAME  almost  always 
produces  a maximum  share  of 
excitement  and  even  though  Utah 
holds  a mammoth  31-2-4  lead  in 
the  series,  Brigham  Young  many 
times  have  come  within  an  ace  of 
springing  a big  upset.  Last  year, 
for  instance,  the  heavily  favored 
Utes  just  barely  hung  on  for  a 
21-20  win.
